Pages 3 and 4 of the enclosed report consist of a presentation of the viewpoint 
of municipalities on municipal participation in liquor control. The rest of the 
report is a tabulation of data concerning liquor control in other states. The 
whole is intended as a report to the Governor and the State Liquor Study Commis~ 
sion. 


The suggestions concerning the subject of liquor control are being submitted by 
our committee only after very careful study and consideration. We have attempt- 
ed to approach this subject not from a selfish standpoint, but from the stand- 
point of the greatest good to the greatest number. 


We wish to emphasize that neither our committee nor the North Carolina League of 
Municipalities takes any stand on the merits of abolishing prohibition and legal- 
izing the sale of liquor. Our studies and recommendations on the subject of 
liguor control are made only for the purpose of presenting the views of the mu- 
nicipalities of North Carolina in case the State Liquor Study Commission should 
recommend to the 1937 General Assembly the establishment of a system of liquor 
control under which the sale of liquor would be legalized.

The North Carolina League of Municipalities, composed at the present time 
of 449 towns and cities throughout the state, does not undertake to advise the 
State Liquor Study Commission as to whether the sale of liquor should or should 
not be permitted within the State. The recommendations submitted herewith, to- 
gether with the appended data, are offered for the serious consideration of the 
Commission only tr the event that it favors the enactment of legislation permit-— 


ting the sale of liquor. 
RECOMHENDATIONS 


(2 Local option as to: 
a. Absolute prohibition 


b. The power to impose local regulations more stringent 
than those which may be included in the state law. 


The reason for this recommendation is because of the fact that in 
many section of the state a majority of the citizens may be opposed to the sale 
of liquor within their communities and the right of local self government should 
not be abridged. 


ee Operation of Liquor Stores by Local Units under Supervision of 
State Agency 


In order to assure some uniformity as to general regulations, the 
proper enforcement of the same, and the fixing of prices, a state agency should 
be established to license and supervise the operation of all liquor stores. The 
state department should also serve as 4 central purchasing agency so as to ob— 
tain the benefits of co-operative purchasing. A reasonable license or permit 
fee should be collected by the state department from each local store so as to 
defray the actual expense of state supervision. 

All retail stores should be operated by that unit of government 


charged with the responsibility of maintaining law and order within its bound- 
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aries, If a retail store be established within an incorporated city or town, 
then the operation thereof should be entrusted only to those officials who are 
directly responsible.to the citizens affected by the enterprise. If a retail 
store be established outside the limits of an incorporated town, or in a town 
not incorporated, then the county officials should be in charge thereof. Re~ 
tail stores located in cities and towns should also pay a reasonable license 
or permit fee to the county in order to provide for additional law enforcement 
expense incurred by it. The operating unit should be permitted to charge a 
profit from its sales only for the purpose of meeting additional law enforce-— 
ment requirements, and forother expenses connected with control. 

& Eliminate Profit as source of revenue. 

The operation of liquor stores as a source of profit to meet the 
general expense of government defeats the only purpose which justifies govern-— 
ment in entering this field of private activity. Former experience convinces 
that strict control is pniontiias in handling the liquor problem, The prohibi-~ 
tion era has also taught us that if profits are attractive, bootlegging will 
flourish. Since control, and control alone, is the sole excuse for government 
entering the field of retail merchandising, then the benefit of control should 
not be nullified by an invitation for criminal competition. Be our state or 
local units of government must sige revenue from sources of this nature, then 
the state should consider the operation of | a lottery. The profits would be 
greater and the danger of criminal Poem etat bon would be less likely. 

(4. Consideration of Tourist Centers. 

Legislation regarding the sale of liquor should make some reas— 


onable provision for recognized tourist centers in the state. North Carolina 


derives considerable revenue from vacationists or tourists from without the 
state, and the opportunities in this field have hardly been scratched. It is 
highly probable that a different treatment of the problem should be permitted 
in Southern Pines-Pinehurst and similar areas from that adopted for other 


sections of the state. 


The following tables present analyses of certain features of 
liquor control laws in states where liquor is legally sold, which include 


forty-one states and the District of Columbia, An examination of table No, I 
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will show that in nineteen states municipalities participate in liquor control. 
In eleven of these states the state, counties and municipalities participate 
jointly in the licensing of the sale and manufacture of liquor, while in seven 
others licensing is a joint responsibility of state and municipalities only. 

In one state, Louisiana, issuing of permits is a joint function of counties 

and municipalities. North Carolina is the only state wherein the counties have 
a monopoly on the sale of liquor at the present time. 


Table No. II shows that thirty states and the District of Columbia allow 
the sale of liquor by package and drink, while eleven states confine sales to 


package only.
